The Natrona County LEPC is sponsoring a CAMEO (Computer-Aided Management of 
Emergency Operations) Course on October 5-7, 2015. CAMEO is a system of software 
applications used to plan for and respond to chemical emergencies. This performance-level 
course provides training on the fundamental elements of the CAMEO Suite programs as they 
relate to emergency situations. As such, it includes detailed technical information and hands-on 
practice of critical elements of the CAMEO system and its associated programs (CAMEO 
Chemicals, CAMEOfm, ALOHA, and MARPLOT). To better understand how the programs 
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interface, participants are provided opportunities to practice key procedures that allow users to 
enhance planning and response activities associated with community risks and facilities. These 
exercises clarify the connections between the programs and how they can enhance emergency 
planning and response activities. The software is a free download sponsored by the EPA and 
can be found on the EPA website at http://www2.epa.gov/cameo . 


Each student participating in this class must being a laptop computer and have permissions to 
load software on the computer. A download link for CAMEO software will be provided to the 
student prior to the class 

IPADS and many tablets are not compatible with CAMEO Software. 


The target audience typically includes all types of emergency response personnel including fire, 
law enforcement, emergency medical technicians, public health officials, hazardous materials 
professionals, public safety communications representatives, public works officials, and 
emergency managers. Others who will benefit include those involved with emergency situations 
such as security personnel, corrections officers, hospital officials, Red Cross volunteers, 
chemical plant staff, and other employees; including industry personnel, that are associated with 
emergency planning and response activities.
